The plan as adopted, it 
was said, provides for a single auction- 
room, which shall be known as the 
California Fruit Exchange, and which 
shall be open to all receivers, auction- 
eers and buyer s. 

“The competition,” said a leading 
member of the fruit trade,” is not so 
much between the receivers of Cali- 
fornia fruit as it is between rival rail- 
road amd express companies which 
are trying to control its transportation. 
The chief rivalry is between the Fruit- 
growers Express Company, wich 


runs over the Southern Pacific, and the 


Continental Frust “Express Company, 
which runs over the Santa Fé." It 15 
an open secret that the Fruit-growers’ 
Express Company is controlled by Ar- 
mour & Co., Chicago meat-packers, 
who place large numbers of their re- 
frigerating cars at its disposal for con- 
veying fruit through from California 
It is also 
known that to the Continental Express 
Company is given at least strong 
moral support if not the actual financial 
backing of several large California 
fruit companies. The bitterness of 
the contest may be inferred from the 
fact that it is currently reported 
among wdll-posted members of the 
trade that Philip Armour recently de- 
clared that his firm was ready to spend 
$5,000,000 if necessary, to assure the 
success of the Fruit-growers’ Express 
Company,”

A REVOLUTION IN ART-PAINTING 
THE ELECTRIC LIGHT.

_ NEW YORK, April 25, 1896,—(Special 
Correspondence.) A portrait in oils. 
has just been finished by the well- 


known Dutch artist, Hubert Vos, 


which is creating a sensation in the 
world of art. Independently of its 
artistic value, this picture has the 
special distinction of being the first 
portrait painted by the electric light. 
In other words, it is an exposition of 
a new method of painting, by the 
adoption of which the artist can 
lengthen his effective working day 
from five or six hours to twenty-four. 
He is, in fact, set free from the old 
limiting conditions of light. Art, of 
course, remains art, to the end of the 
chapter, but as the rules of war are 
modified by new and condi- 
tions, new rules of art spring out of 
changes in social customs. A picture 
painted by artificial light has hereto- 
fore often, in spite of the artist, been 
unpleasantly orange in daylight, and 
in it the observer feels the clash of 
light effects that are at odds with each 
other: The smoke of candles, the del- 
eterious effect oßzgas and the risk of 
fire have long of@rated against night 
exhibitions of c@ibrated picture col- 
lections, but sinc 1 e electric light has 
become universal many of the great 
galleries are being thrown open at 
night and are resorted to by millions 
of art lovers who are debarred from 
that pleasure during the day. This 
puts the artist in a difficult position. 
Can his picture remain pleasing and 
true in both day light and night light? 
Mr. Vos has proved that it can. He

Among other points it is 
noted that the blues are browner, the 
shadows in the white are not blue, in- 
tensifying toward black, but are brown- 
ish, suggestive of the influence of light 
everywhere, as it is, even, of course, in 
a shadow. Raw sienna takes the place 
of yellow ochre, and very often emer- 
ald green replaces blue. No black is 
used at all, but green instead—several 
greens, in fact. The broad result is 
hardly any gray in the picture, or any 
blacks. There is a great deal in the 
sheltering of the eyes from the Night, 
and the proper arrangement of the 
lamps. This, of course, varies with the 
special work in hand; but Mr. Vos ad- 
vises every artist who wishes to try the 
method, to have, at least, one strong 
little light, say a thirty-two-candle- 
power, with a reflector, mounted on a 
movable stand. This is intended to light 
up the canvas and palette behind him 
out of the reach of the eye. He should 
also have a stand with four thirty- 
twos, which can be raised or lowered to 
suit the subject, and is equipped with 
a screen to shut it off from the painter’s 
eye. The artist thus has an unvarying 
“north light,” and if his best inspira- 
tional moods come at night, as often 
they do, his glowing ideas can be fixed 
on the canvas while fully instinct with 
the bloom and freshness of their cre- 
ative originality. . 


LATEST VIDW OF ELECTRIC TRAC- 
TION ON TRUNK RAILWAYS. 


Some months ago there was a very 
Mvely and exhaustive discussion by the 
members of the American Institute of 
Electrical Engineers, of the question of 
how far electricity was likely to sup- 
plant steam on trunk railways. The 
opinion generally held was that while 
electricity was well adapted for the 
passenger traffic on trunk lines now car- 
ried on by steam, and its utilization for 
that purpose would make rapid head- 
way, freight trains would, at all events 
for a long time to come, be more ad- 
vantageously operated by steam than 
by electricity. William Baxter, Jr., in 
a recent series of articles, questions the 
soundness of this view. He contends 
that if electricity can compete with 
steam at all, it will be for heavy freight 
traffic, and shows that many of the 
arguments advanced to prove that 
electricity would be too expensive for 
freight traffic are specious. He says: 
“The incidental advantages of electric 
traction, taken altogether, would go 
far toward offsetting the cost of power 
stations, trolley lines and feeders, and 
in equipping a new line would leave 
only a small percentage in favor of 
steam, so small, indeed, that the re- 
duced cost of operation due to the sav- 
ing of coal would render the electric 
system more profitable, except where 
coal is very cheap. From the reports 
of ten of the largest railways it ap- 
pears that he percentage of the coal 
bill to the total Operating ‘expenses 
averages about 10 per cent., being as 
low as 6 in one case and as high as 18 
in another. The coal consumption of 
freight locomotives is much greater per 
horse-power than the figures claimed 
for high-speed passenger engines, and 
therefore it would seem that the opin- 
ion generally entertained that electric- 
ity would not have much of a chance in 
competition with steam for freight serv- 
ice is not well founded.”

He found that when he 
would persuade customers to take up 
the electric light, he was usually met 
with the objection that the improved 
gas system was quite as good, and 
much cheaper. “All right,” he would 
gay, “I can let you have that if’ you 
prefer it.“ But the part of the equip- 
ment on which the, merit of the system 
was supposed to depend was always 
going wrong, and presently the cus- 
tomers pronounced the thing “more 
trouble than it was worth.” But to go 
back to the old dingy light was impos- 
sible, and it. generally ended in the 
electric light being put in. 
TELEPHONING FROM LAND TO 
VESSEL. 
America has always led other coun- 
tries iin the broad field of telephonic de- 
velopments. Many: European govern- 
ments have been keenly watching and 
profiting by the experiments conducted 
by the United States Lighthouse 
Board for establishing telephonic com- 
munication between Hghtships and the 
shore. It is understood that the Treas- 
ury Department, upon application, has 
already furnished copies of the report of 
the board to several foreign ministers 
in Washington, and the system per- 
fected at Sandy Hook will soon be in 
operation abroad.

EXCELLENCE OF AMBPRICAN COAL 
CONVEYING MACHINERY. — 
The excellence of American coal con- 
veying machinery excites the admira- 
tion of English engineers. The ques- 
—9 of conveying ‘coal to the furnace 
with the least possible handling, which 


forces itself upon the attention of every | 


designer of electric works, becomes of 
more and more importance in propor- 
tion to the size of the undertaking. An 
installation of a most successful coal 
conveyer, which is mentioned by an 
English electrical paper as a desirable 
model for British engineers to follow, 
has been made in a New York. power 
station. As the station is situated some 
distance from the coal supply, the fuel 
is delivered to the station by teams 
which dump the coal into a hopper. 
The coal is drawn from this hepper into 
a bucket conveyer, which delivers it to 
the storage tanks above the boilers. 
These tanks hold 1000 tons, and de- 
liver the coa¥ from chutes to the boiler 
room floor, from which it is fed into the 
boilers. The conveyer on its return 
passes under the boiler room floor and 
draws the ashes from the hoppers under 
the boilers, and carries them to the up- 
per part of the building, where they are 
stored until carried away by carts. ~ 

A QUEER PHENOMENON OF THE 

ROENTGEN RAYS. 8 


From the mass of current literature on 
the Roentgen ‘rays, a communication 
of Prof. John Daniel, which treats of a 
new and curious phenomenon, stands 
out prominently. A child had been ac- 
cidently shot It was decided to lo- 
cate the bullet by the X rays, but to 
make a preliminary test of photograph- 


ing through the head of another per- 
son with the rather weak apparatus 


that was the only one available. A 
friend of the professor lant himself to 
the experiment. A sensitive plat: was 
duly adjusted on one side of his head, 
with a coin interposed, and the cathodic 
tube was set playing on the opposite 
side of the head. The tube was about 
one-half inch distant from the hair, and 
the exposure was one hour. The plate 


developed nothing, but twenty-one days 


after the experiment, ail the hair came 
out over the space which was under 
the X-ray discharge. The spot, which 
is two inches in diameter, is now per- 
fectly bald. The skin looked perfectly 
healthy, and there has heen no pain 
nor other indication of disorder. The 
incident is puzzling the doctors a good 

A well-known method ot exter- 
minating hair is to send an electric cur- 
rent to its roots by a needle. It has 
been suggested that if any such quasi- 
electric current has resulted from the 
X rays, the effet upon the hair mignt 
be accounted for. It is difficult to find 
an explanation in the heat generated. 
The intensity of the discharge was not 
such as to heat the tube more than very 
slightly, and the occasional minute 
electrostatic spark from the surface of 
the tube to the hair cannot be held re- 
for the destruction of the 
RISE AND FALL OF INDUSTRIES. 


The laws of the rise and fall of indus- 
tries present many curious features. 
The principal sufferers by the ascend- 


ance of the trolley car and the bicycle 


The 
Department of Agriculture reports that 
the value of the horses and mules in 
this country decreased by almost one- 
half between 1892 and the end of last 
year.

CANAIGRE CULTURE.

Stew, but it is the root that is now at-

Ida M. Blochman, a member of the 
County Board of Education, a botanist 
of considerable note, and constantly 
engaged in scientific research, who + 
sides at Santa Maria, has been investi- 
gating this tanning plant and has sent 
root samples to Prof. E. W. Hilgard of 
the State University, from whom she 
received the following letter: 

“Mrs. L. E. Blochman, Santa Maria, 
Cal.—Dear Madam: I enclose herewith 
results of the analysis of canaigre roots 
sent by you.. You will find by reference 
to our former publications on the sub- 
ject, that while the percentage of these 
roots does not run up to our highest, 
grown here at Berkeley and at San 
Gorgonia Pass, it is considerably above 
that of Texas and of Kern-county 
roots. The fact that it is naturally 
at home on your soil, of course is in 
favor of high quality, and your sandy 
soli is just the thing it wants. 

“The smallest roots you sent, doubt- 
less the present season’s growth, have 
an unusually high percentage for their 
juvenile age. Respectfully your,

$2,800,000, while San Pedro comes out 
of the bitter contest with only $390,000. 

“Mr. Huntington has proven that his 

single mandate is a more powerful per- 
suasion than the combin2d reports of 
the ablest government engineers and 
experts, the joint efforts of California 
Congressmen and Senators, and the 
expression of an undoubted majority of 
the people of Los Angeles. 
Ot course the preference of the peo- 
ple of San Pedro and Santa Monica are 
not to be taken into consideration, in- 
asmuch as their place of residence 
alone determined their attitude. An 
exchange of abode would of course 
work an immediate change of harbor 
sentiment. 

“But, the question arises, what 
should properly influence Congress in 
making appropriations—the testimony 
of scientific investigators or the re- 
quirements of individuals aud corpo- 
rations? 

“If the former, what business haye 
Senators, solemnly sworn to do their 
duty with integrity, hesitating between 
the reports of distinguished and offi- 
cial engineers, appointed »y these same 
Senators to supply them with the in- 
formation which, in the very nature of 
things, they themselves could not pos- 
sess, and the witchery of the brainiest 
and most powerful lobbyist ud corpo- 
rate representative of modern times? 

“It has hardly seemed credible that 
the Senate committee could deliber- 
ately ignore the overwhelming volume 
of testimony brought to the support of 
San Pedro, and accept the almost un- 
supported demand of Mr. Huntington. 
For this is the cold fact in the case. 

“Absolutely nobody who van pretend 
to any considerable influence outside

Was he to meet a 
Waterloo or was he to bag the biggest 
game of his career Up the market 
soared, 5, 8 and even 10 cents; still the 
little Napoleon of the bears stood out 
on a great part of the 15,000,000.

It came, 
and so sharply that no cover was left 
to the bulls. The little operator made 
more money thereby than any man had 
ever before taken out of the man 

The plunger's gains in one year Were 
estimated by oonservative operators 
to have reached the total of $1,500,000. 
Equally large were his losses, ap- 
proaching, the 3600, 000 or $800,000 mark 
in the memorable squeezes. His in- 
come from selling privileges ranged 
from $2000 to $3000 a day. At one time 
he sold calls on 6,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, for which he received $5000. 

“The deceased speculator possessed 
a firm faith in Chicago realty. Much 
of his surplus in fortunate periods was 
safely invested in choice locations. A 
short time ago he sold his State street 
property, near Madison street, for

The 
total subscriptions when the road was 
commenced amounted to $2,224,450, 
After next June the remaining sum of 
$673,350 will be called for in quick sug 
cession in 3 per cent. assessments. The 
directors feel fully convinced that they 
have enough money to build and equip 
the line to Fresno.

THE NERVOUS STRAIN OF LEARN- 
ING INSTRUMENTAL MUSIC, 


Floating Sanitoria for Consump- 
tives—One Way of Eradicating 
Taberculosis — New Industries 
Growing Ont of Bicycling. 


| (CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
Fulton, in discussing the effect of snow 
dissipation on rainfall, lays great stress 
on the fact that a large proportion of 
snow is evaporated. A considerable 
tan of snow has been known to disap- 
pear Trom a street without making a 
particle of mud. The ground was left 
dusty, showing that none of it melted, 
but that it all went directly into the 
air. In some States, this will occur 
any time whén the thermometer does 
not go above 32 deg. within a short 
time after a storm. In connection with 
this it is noted that the temperature in 
a forest is always several degrees 
higher than it is on open ground under 
the same conditions otherwise. A se- 
ries of observations made in a belt of 
= woodland only half a mile long and 
sixteen rods wide, gave marked results. 
Thermometers were put on different 
trees amidst varying densities of un- 
dergrowth. The record .showed that 
the temperature of the wooded belt 
Was somewhat higher than that of the 
Open field, amounting to from 2 to 4 
deg. on the average; that its fluctua- 
tions were less extreme and less rapid; 
and that gradual changes in the tem- 
perature of the field did not affect that 
ef the belt until a day or two later. 
Five different stations were kept open 
for several months, in order to confirm 
the correctness of the observations, In 
a@ timber belt the snowfall is compara- 
tively. evenly distributed; by the radia- 
tion and reflection of heat from its 
own body each particular tree imme- 
diately sets itself to work to clear the 
ground around it, and long before there 
is a vacant foot out in the open a space 
will be bared for several feet around 
each trunk. So long as there is no 
olor but pure white for the.sun’s rays 
ko work upon its heat is largely latent, 
ut let a stick or straw break the 
surface, and it will melt the snow or 
ice for several times its’ dlameter on 
évery side, and stand alone in a few 
hours. Precisely the same is true upon 
a larger scale of every tree and stump 
in a forest. As the sun comes out 
after a storm, the process begins, 
slowly or rapidly, according to the tem- 
perature, and large patches will be 
cleared up before the smooth surfaces 
contiguous to them show signs of a 
break.

A European shlp-owiling association 
has placed an order for the construction 
of a large steamer, Which is to be spe- 
ally adapted and. fitted for the aoeom- 
motation of invallds in need of fresh 
air and a favorable climate. The ship 
is to be in constant employment for 
weight or nine months in the year, but 
for at least three months out of the 
Ive she will go into dock, in order 
‘to be thoroughly cleansed and disin- 
fected. It is proposed to make this 
steamer, which is to be the forerun- 
ner of a large fleet similarly equipped, 
A veritable floating palace in the mat- 
ters of both comfort and salubrity. 
The idea to be carried out in this new 
departure is the isolation of a danger 
ous class with the least possible amount 
of discomfort to its members; and, fur- 
ithermore, that by a judicious timing of 
moves, the sufferers will be afforded a 
chance of recovery under the most fav- 
orable climatic conditions, which it 
would be difficult: to secure otherwise.

The example set by St. Louis in the 
orwanization of vigorous and deter- 
mined measures for the suppression of 
public expectoration is being followed 
with more or less thoroughness: in 
many other tities. The amount of dis- 
ease propagated by this unclean prac- 
tice is now known to be so great as to 
constitute a serious danger to the pub- 
lic health. City health boards can no 
longer ignore mortality statistics and 
the warnings of the médical profession, 
and are being compelled to listen ‘to 
the demand for reform of the respect- 
able element in their.communities. The 
benefits which will result from such 
repressive measures are immense. So 
high a scientific authority as Dr. Paul 
Gibier says: “If this habit of expectora- 
tion. in public could be stopped, I oe 

die 


sure that in time tuberculosis would 
out altogether. This “seems a very 
sweeping statement, but it is not an ill- 
considered one, There is no question 
in my mind that the spread of tubercu- 
losis. is due largely to the habit of 
spitting. A great many people have 
tuberculosis without being aware of the 
fact. They do not know of the danger 
that comes from ejecting their sputum 
where it becomes dry and pulverized 
and then flies about in minute particles 
to be inhaled by healthy persons, who 
are thus inoculated with the disease, 
This random public expectoration is a 
crime.”’ 
NEW INDUSTRIES GROWING OUT 
BICYCLING. 
» One of the many new industries that 
has sprung up out of the universal 
adoption of the bicycle Is special female 
wheel tuition. This is not so much. for 
beginners as for those who are sup- 
posed to be able to take care of .them- 
selves on the wheel. A lady has classes 
at the bicycle academy, or visits her 
pupils at their own homes, according to 
arrangement. Female pupils are taught 
the names of the different parts of the 
wheel,.and are made to take the ma- 
chine to pieces and put it together 
again. Their instruction covers all pos- 
“sible kinds of repairs, and the knowl- 
edge of what to do in the occurrence 
of the many. mishaps to which the bi- 
cyclist is liable. A course is also given 
for the correction of bad style in sit- 
ting or pedaling, and the pupil is taught 
how to get the most out of the wheel 
and the greatest. benéfit from the exer- 
cise.

A COMBINATION SLEEPING A 

PARLOR 


A problem upon Which rallway men 
have long exhausted their brain power 
is the production of a combination par- 
lor and sleeping car. It is believed that 
a thoroughly practical and also a very 
attractive car has now been con- 
structed Which will nu the long-sought 
‘requirements. The berths are stored 
beneath the floor of the car, and the 
necessary space for storing is obtained. 
by a compartment whith. extends the 
entire distance between thé trucks, Un- 
der the floor, a pocket or recess is con- 
structed, having its sides formed of 
heavy steel channel irqus. This pocket, 
which is dust-proof, isideep enough to 
contain two berths with springs and 
mattresses, made up complete: When 
the berths have to be made up a sec- 
tion of the floor is raised, and they are 
swung up, adjusted, and quickly slipped 
into their places, one after the other. 
The bottom berth is much lower than 
in the ordinary car, and there is there- 
fore more headroom, and better. venti- 
lation in the berth. The ventilation of

Proposed Use of Sea Water for Street 
S&prinkling. 

SANTA MONICA, April 28.—(Regular 
Cofrespondence.) With the approach 
of another summer the question is 
raised as to the advisability of using 
sea water for street-sprinkling. Its 
use is said to have been with good re- 
sults in several other towns along the 
California coast, and, besides this, the 
‘economy it would accomplish in the use 
of. fresh water is urged. During the 
hot, dry weather of the summer, con- 
stant sprinkling is required to keep the 
dust down, and it takes a large quan- 
tity of water to do it. The amount 
used for the purpose during the sum- 
mer is estimated at 100,000 gallons 
daily. Just when there is the greatest 
quantity of water consumed in sprink- 
ling the streets there is the greatest de- 
mand for it for other purposes, and 
the large quantity taken for sprinkling 
causes a réduced pressure on the mains. 
A proposition was made some time ago 
‘to the city by the North Beach Bath- 
house Company that if the city would 
lay the necessary pipes and construct 
a 15,000-gallon tank on the high ground 
behind the bluff the company would 
freé of charge, pump sea water into the 
tank for street-sprinkling purposes. 
While there is more or less sképticism 
as to the power of sea water to destroy 
disease germs existing in the dust on 
the streets, it is believed the use of it 
for sprinkling would improve the streets 
in a way it would be impossible to ac- 
complish with the use of fresh water. 
The saline sediment left by evapora- 
tion, it is said, would tend to solidify 
the street and retain the dust with the 
result that in time the street would need 
less sprinkling and would be better to 
drive on.

(Boomville, Me., Herald) Only one 
bounty was paid for wolf-killing in 


At the Eagle Cliff mine, in the Colo- | 


Maine in 1895. This wolf was killed at 


Andover, and was the first killed in 
Maine for many years, and will prob- 
ably be the last for some years to come. 
There was a time when Maine wolves 
went deer-hunting in packs, and many 
a living man has seen the hunted deer 
plunge into the water of a stream or 
lake of that State to escape the blaod- 
thirsty brutes trailing after. . 
Thirty years ago no sound was more 
common in the deep Adirondack woods 
at night than the long howi of a wolf, 
and in the early darkness many ca 
ers have listened to the call note of the 
leader wolf assembling his robber band 
for a race after deer. The wolves were 
plentiful, but in the early 70 a bounty 
law was passed, and all of a sudden 
the wolves were gone. They were not 
killed, for only a few bounties were 
paid. They simply dropped out of 
and hearing. 
hen it was reported last summer 
that a wolf had been killed on Webb's 
game preserve the story excited general 
disbelief, as it had been years since a 
wolf had been reported by trustworthy 
parties. But a wolf was killed all 
right enough, for Mr. Webb himself 
said so. The wolf was first heard howl- 
ing for several nights, then at dusk 
one day he was seen drinking from a 
lake, and a bullet ended him. Pre- 
vious to this some woodsmen in north- 
ern Herkimer county had reported that 


they had heard wolves in the Moose 


River region recently, and since there 
have been like reports. It is not im- 
probable that there are half a dozen 
or even a score of wolves in the Adiron- 
dacks now. If there are, they have 
learned the proverb that “silenee is 
golden,” or at any rate, hunt and howl 
only in the utmost depths, where men 
seldom venture. | 


Counting a Million. 


(Harper’s Round Table:) I wrote t 
the Treasury Department in Washing- 
ton, and I put two questions, which one 
of the leading authorities answered in 
the most obliging manner. 

. WASHINGTON, March 16, 1898. 

Sir: You have asked me the follow- 
ing question: First, how long does it 
take, under the most advantageous cir- 
cumstances, for an expert to count 100,- 
000 silver dollars? Second, how long 
does it take, under the most advan- 
tageous circumstances, for an expert to 
county 100,000 notes? 

In reply to the first inquiry, rmit 
me to state that for a continuous 
count of an expert it would require 
twenty hours to handle 100. stand- 
ard silver dollars. Under ordinary con- 
ditions, and observing the rules and 
regulations of the office for count as to 
correctness and at the same time keep 
a watchful eye for the detection of 
counterfeits, 4500 per hour, or 27,000 
per six working hours each day, is 
about the limit capacity of our experts 
in that. line. 
| To the second inquiry, I may say 

that it will take an expert’ sixteen and 
two-thirds hours to count 100,000 new 
notes, and for a current or ordinary 
day’s work, 40,000 notes is about all that 
can be done. Respectfully yours,

set an expert counting them. If he 
worked night and day over it, lost no 
time in eating, drinking or sleeping, he 
would finish a fairly tough job of 
counting 1,000,000 silver dollars in pre- 
cisely eight and one-third days.

(Chicago Times-Herald:) “I have al- 

ways loved Vest as a brother,” said

Speaking of the decision:of the lowa 
Monument Commission on the question 
of whether the emblematical figure of 
“Towa” should be draped or not, the 
Chicago News says: “Iowa. having 
launched her cruiser and disposed of 
the water vs. wine debate, that pre- 
ceded the event, has now turned its 
attention to the all-absorbing problem 
of how much clothing shall hang about 
the classic form of the sculptured gud- 
dess that is to represent the State. 

“Something more than three years 
ago this statue was decided upon, but 
unfortunately the artist who made the 
sketch belonged to the school of art 
which believes in beauty unadorned, 
and failed to supply this figure with a 
very extensive trousseau.
